SUBJECT: FINDINGS OF THE DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE OFFICE OF THE 

INSPECTOR GENERAL REGARDING FORENSIC WORK PERFORMED 

BY TERRY RUDOLPH 

The purpose of this memorandum is to commemorate, in 
all relevant case files, certain findings made by the Department 
of Justice Office of the Inspector General (OIG) regarding 
forensic work performed by former Special Agent Terry Rudolph. 

The OIG's findings were issued in connection with a broader 
investigation of three units in the FBI Laboratory: the 

Explosives Unit, the Materials Analysis Unit, and the Chemistry- 
Toxicology Unit. 

The OIG reviewed Rudolph's work in the Psinakis case, 
as well as several other matters. Based on that review, the OIG 
criticized Rudolph strongly, and reached the following 
conclusions : 

• Rudolph failed to conduct appropriate scientific 
analyses or to adequately document his work in a 
substantial number of cases; 

• Rudolph did not perform his work as an examiner in 
a manner that would withstand peer review or 
judicial scrutiny; and

Based on these findings, the OIG specifically 
recommended that a notation regarding its findings with respect 
to Rudolph be placed in each case file in which Rudolph was the 
principal or auxiliary examiner. If the forensic work Performe d 
bv Rudolph in this case is used in a n y way in the future, both 
the OIG's findings and Rudolph's for e nsic analysis should be 
reviewed. In addition, legal advice should be obtained as to the . 
FBI's disclosure obligations.

Details: BE ADVISED, one or more of the Laboratory Examiners who 

performed scientific analysis in this investigation was 
criticized in the OIG's report issued on April 15, 1997. The OIG 
conducted a thorough review of allegations of wrongdoing and 
improper practices within certain sections of the FBI Laboratory. 
It issued a report which, among other findings, was critical of 
the scientific work performed by thirteen individual examiners 
assigned to the Lab. The allegations and criticisms concerning 
these individuals varies greatly and in some instances is case 
specific . 


If the forensic work contained in this file is used in 
any way in the future, both the OIG's findings and the forensic 
analysis of the examiners should be reviewed. In addition, legal 
advice should be obtained as to the FBI's disclosure obligations.

on 1/5/80, which functioned at 11:58 a.m. These components 
that, are being submitted compare to similiar items which 
had previously submitted under the following Chicago file 
entitled CROMUR, Chicago file number 9-7073, in addition, 
under New York l s case entitled Free Bomb and New Ycrkca^e, New 
York file number 174-2946, entitled Unsub aka Croa tian freedom 

Fighters bombing at 3205 Broadway Queens, New York, 12/4/79. As 
of this date there are no known suspects in the captioned matter 
however, due to the similarities of these items to prior 
Croatian bombings it is recommended that any evidence submitted 
by New York, Chicago, or any offices that are investigating 
Croatian bombings be 'compared to the evidence being submitted 
under the captioned matter.

INVESTIGATION (continued): 

The R/Ts determined that a Vincent LEONE 

suffered serious injury occurring in an 
explosion in the alley at that location. The R/Ts examination of the 
scene also determined that this explosion damaged LEONE’S vehicle 
and slightly damaged the rear wall of the building housing the CLUB 
CONTINENTAL" LOUNGE as well as causing extensive window damage to 
other buildings in the area. Fragments of clothing were adhering to 
the rear wall approximately 5’ from the Northeast corner of this 
building. Pitting of the brick surface also occurred in this area 
approximately 2’ from the alley surface indicating the location of 
the seat of detonation. LEONE’S vehicle, a 70 Ford van, was 
recovered 35’ north of the seat, facing south in this alley. 
Extensive damage occurred to the van, notably to the -right rear 
panels that were buckled from the explosion. Fragments of clothing 
were adhering to the right rear wheel in this same area. This 
damage and the clothing fragments indicate the vehicle was no 
more then several feet from the explosion seat and was either 
driven or blown back to its position against a garage wall that 
was -also damaged from the van rear bumper.

The R/Ts search of the scene resulted 
in the recovery of the evidence listed 
in this report. This subject evidence and the damage incurred 
indicate that an Improvised Explosive Device consisting of high 
velocity type explosives i.e. dynamite , electric blasting cap, 

9 volt battery, ’and mechanical alarm type clock, detonated at the 
above location causing injury to LEONE and the listed damage. 
LEONE’S injuries indicate that he was in close proximity to the 
seat of the explosion, apparently between the subject wall and 
van when same occurred.

EXPLOSIVE DEVICE 

The homemade bomb or improvised explosive device 
•(I.E.D.) in this case consisted of a high explosive main 
charge wrapped with aluminum foil and white plastic tape. 

A time delay firing device consisting of a battery, wire, 
timing mechanism and an electric blasting cap was employed 
in the I.E.D. The device was designed to function when the 
timing mechanism completed an electrical circuit between 
the battery and the electric blasting cap. 

A detailed description of the individual 
components of the I.E*D. follows: 

Main Charge 

Present in specimens Q1 and Q9 are residues of 
a material which visually appears ^ to be dynamite. 

Instrumental examinations of specimens Q1 and Q9 determined 
formulations of ingredients consistent with many dynamites. 

Also present in specimen Q1 is the end of a dynamite 
cartridge which measures approximately 2” in diameter. The 
cartridge wrapper is a manila or buff colored paper. 

No manufacturer could be determined from an examination of 
the paper wrapper. 


Blasting Cap 

Present in specimen Q8 is an electric blasting 
cap with an aluminum shell and blue and yellow 24 gauge 
leg wires. A three line warning statement printed in 
black ink reads? 


"DANGER 

EXPLOSIVE 

EXPLOSIF” 
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The numeral "1" is stamped on the bottom of 
the cap. A split, clear rubber plug is crimped 
three times in the end of the shell. This cap is like 
a "Canadian Industries Limited (C.I.L.) #1 Period Long 
Delay Electric Blasting Cap." Such a cap is a §8 strength 
cap. Specimen Q8 blasting cap was a "live" or functioning 
cap when received in the FBI Laboratory. It was inerted 
in the Explosives Unit, 


Container 


As shown in enclosed photographs, the dynamite 
in this I.E.D. appears to have been wrapped in aluminum 
foil and then covered with a white plastic tape, 
approximately 2" wide. Several lengths of 3/4" wide 
black plastic electrical tape were then wrapped around 
the white tape. 

Timing Mechanism 


Specimen Q4 contains part of a "LINDEN" 
brand spring driven model alarm clock, marketed 
by the Cuckoo Clock Mfg. Co., Inc., 40 West 24th Street, 
New York, New York 10010. Alterations to the clock 
indicate a delay of less than 12 hours, and if sufficient 
energy had been supplied to the mainspring, any electrical 
circuit to which it may have been appropriately connected 
in series would have been completed (closed) . 

As shown in enclosed photographs, a wire was 
attached to the back of the case by solder and a second 
wire was placed in a hole in the clock crystal. 

Battery 

Present in specimen Q2 is an "EVEREADY 3-VOLT 
Alkaline Powercell" battery, NEDA 1604 A, number 522. 

"AU 1" is stamped on the bottom of the battery. Two 
lengths of copper wire are soldered to the top terminals. 

Wire 


As shown in enclosed photographs, specimen Q3 
contains numerous wires with different colored insulation. 
Lengths of blue and yellow single strand tinned copper 
24 gauge wire are present in specimen Q3. This wire is 
like the leg wires attached to the specimen Q8 C.I.L. 
electric blasting cap. This type of wire is also present 


> 
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on the specimen Q4 clock. 

Also present is a length of brown and white 
striped 22 gauge copper wire soldered to a length of 
orange and white striped 22 gauge copper wire. A length 
of orange and black striped 22 gauge copper xtfire is also 
present. Specimen Q4 clock, likewise had a length of brown 
and black striped 22 gauge copper wire attached. A grey 
plastic "wire nut" with the notation on top of "IDEAL 
118, 18, 22" was also located in the Q3 specimens. 

Wires in specimens Q2, Q3, Q4 and QS bear toolmarks 
of the type produced by a tool or tools employing a pinching 
or shearing action. The toolmarks in some of the wires from 
these specimens bear extremely limited marks of possible value 
for identification with the tool or tools which cut them. 

Tape 

3/4" wide black plastic electrical tape is 
present in specimens Ql, Q3 and Q4. Numerous tape 
ends suitable for end match comparisons are present 
in these specimens. Also present in specimen Q4 are two 
pieces of black plastic tape, different from the others, 
which appear to have originally been joined together to 
form a single piece approximately 1 1/2" wide. 

Numerous pieces of 2" wide white plastic tape 
have previously been mentioned in specimen Ql. Some of 
these tape ends areof value for end match comparisons.

SOLDER 

Solder fron specimen Q5 {CLUB CGETTMENTAL EOMBIHG 
00129021) and solder fron specimen Q2 (GOLDEU SHELL RESTAUEAE 
B0:3II,G 00122004) wore analysed by neutron activation analyci 
for their elur.entol compositions. 

The Q2 and Q5 solder specimens contain approximately 
250 to GO 5 tin and have the sore general elemental composition. 
However, minor compositional differences prccluda a closer 
association. Minor differences in composition/ like those 
noted above , are not uncommon within a single roll of colder. 

The compositions of the colder fron Q2 and Q5 differ 
substantially fron solders previously examined in CROMUR bomb- 
ing casco. 


As previously reported, instrumental examinations 
of the yellow insulation fron the 24 gauge wire in specimen 
Q5 (CLUE C01ITIITEMTAL) was compared with the yellow and blue 
insulation of specimen QC wire fron the "Canadian Industries 
Limited’ 1 blasting cap fron the ” COLDER SHELL BOMBIMG" and 
found to be similar. 

BATTERIES 


It is noted that the improvised explosive devices 
{IED's) in both the "GOLDEU SHELL" and "CLUB COIiTIREliTAL” 
bombings both utilized an EVE READY 9-VOLT ALKALIUE PCI TER 
CELL, Mo. 522 UEDA 1604A. The codes on the bottom of the 
batteries are different from each other, however. 


TAPE 

Tape fragment fron specimen Q5 {CLUB COIJTIKEJiTAL) 
was compared with tape fron specimen Q4 (GOLDEII SHELL) and 
found to have unique and similar surface characteristics 
which ^.euld suggest that they could have originally been 
part of the same roll of tape. These tape fragments ware 
also compared with previously examined !I CROMUR 1 ' and "CROBUK” 
tape fragments and found to be dissimilar.
